BBCSSELI, April £0 —Tuesday's rota 


n the chamber of deputies reversing 
the former action of that body and 
granting universal anffrage practically 
as demanded by the working-men ha* 
completely allayed the agitation among- 
the industrial population. The strik- 
ers here, at Antwerp and other places 
generally resumed work this morning 
and no farther trouble is apprehended. 


The Belgian rioter* have gained their 


point At Mons, Antwerp and other 
cities several skirmishes with loss 
of life took place yesterday and the 
streets of the city tor a half-mile on 
either aide of the king's palaces and 
parliament buildings were filled with 
the regulars, infantry and cavalry 


Fully 20,000 socialists formed a pha- 


lanx outside the city to await the ac- 
tion of the houae of deputies on the 
universal suffrage act. This body, at 
least {he government's supporters, 
wet e in favor of ignoring the measure, 
but the liberals and extreme moder- 
ites, heretofore it* opponent*, moved 
its adoption. A committee waa ap- 
»inted to handle the bill, and after a 
jrief recess the committee was forced 
to report the measure, and it wa* 
passed, by 119 vote* to :s, with U ab- 
sentees. 


The scheme of plurej voting as pro- 


vided for by the bill confers a vote on 
^very male citizen aged as years who 
las resided at least one year in the 
same community and has never been 
convicted of a breach of the law 
The 


>H1 confers an additional vote on those 
vho posses the qualifications 
First—Every male citizen aged 35 
•ears or a widow paying a government 
ax of at least five francs in amount, 
unless exempted from the tax on ao- 
conut of his profession. 


Second—Upon every male citizen 


aged as years who is an 'owner of real 
estate of the -value of at least 8,000 
francs, or who has been inscribed for 
at least two yean on the ledger of the 
mblic debt or in the stockbook of a 
>ank for saving* as the possessor of at 
east 100 francs in Belgian rentes. 
Third—Upon every male citizen aged 


25 years who is the bearer of a diploma 
of superior education, or a similar cer- 
tificate showing that he has attended a 
complete course of higher instruction 
n a public or private seminary, or that 
he is filling or has filled a public office, 
or is holding or has held a position, or 
s exercising or has exercised a profes- 
sion implying superior education, the 
question as to what positions and pro- 
fessions are to be regarded as qualify- 
ng under this clause to be decided by 
law. No person is to be entitled to 
more than three votes, and voting is 
made obligatory.

STRIKEBSGEHBBiLlT RESUME IOBL 


THORNTON LYNCHED. 


Th» Xturaanr o{ OonstaM* 


at HorrlUton. Ark. 


MUHBII.I.TON, Ark., April 30 — Flana- 
n Thornton, tha negro who killed 


Constable Charles Pate fit Minefee, this 
county, about two weeks ago, was 
taken from jail last night about It 
o'clock and lynched by a mob of masked 
men 
Tuesday at a special term ot the 


circuit court a grand jury Indicted 
Thornton for murder In the second de- 
[ree 
This was a surprise, as every- 


xxly thought it a oleac case of murder 
n the first defrree. Preparations were 
made, a jury summoned and the oase 
was to come up for trial yesterday. 


The jailer satd the mob numbered 


about twenty men and they were 
masked. They came to the sheriff's 
office, unlocked the door and came in, 
and at the point of a pistol demanded 
the keys to the cage in which Thorn- 
ton was confined. He was taken out 
of the courthouse and across the rail- 
road track, and swung up in front of a 
store to a sign 
He was first swung to 


a sign in front of C T Black's store, 
but the sign breaking down, his body 
and head were then shot full of holes 
and he was then dragged some twenty 
feet, swung up again and the body left 
hanging 


The coroner's jury Impaneled yester- 


day to investigate the lynching of 
Thornton adjourned till Friday to se- 
cure attendance of witnesses who left 
on the train last night. No verdict 
will be returned until the witnesses 
are heard, The identity of members of 
the mob is not known. There were a 
number of parties from the country In 
town. The composition of the mob Is 
unknown as they were masked and did 
their work very quietly until all was 
over 
District Attorney Davis Is here 


pushing the investigation 


Chas Pate*, who was killed by Thorn- 


ton, Is the man whom Landers, alias 
Bnrkhart, testified paid the money to 
Frank Ricky for the assassination of 
John M Clayton at Plummervllle, 
January S!9, 1881. 
The investigation 


now on foot over the lynching of Flan- 
agan 
Thornton 
may unexpectedly 


throw some light on the Clayton case. 


The crime for which Thornton was 


indicted and lynched was committed at 
Menifee, a small station about fifteen 
miles east of this place, two weeks ago. 
Pate went to Thornton's house and 
asked his wife about a certain party 
for whom he had a warrant. She told 
him where ae was, but Pate not find- 
ing him returned and abassd th« worn- 


Thornton on his return home was' 


told about It H« found Pats at Meal- 
fee and abused him considerably. Pats 
returned home to Plnmmerville, got a 
warrant for Thornton, and returned 
the next evening, intending to arrest 
him. 
The latter saw him coming and 


shot him twice with a Winchester. 


THB PtOmCsttt fcOCOMOTIVR 


Vow on t*. War to th* World'* *air 


around* at OUeam, 


CmcA&o, April 80.—One ot tha curi- 


osities to be shown at the World's fair 
grounds Is the first locomotive that 
ever drew a train on anr American rail- 
way. 
This is the old John Bull engine 


of tha- Camden & Amboy railroad, 
brought to this country in 1831, and 
still a vigorous, though wliaery and 
rheumatic, old machine, capable of 
making from twenty to thirty miles an 
hour. 


The historic engine left Jersey City 


•t 10:16 a. m. Monday, on its way to 
this city. It will travel only In the 
day time, and should reach Chieago by 
noon on Saturday next. Here ia_ its 
history: 


In 1830 Robert I* Stevens, founder of 


the Camden A Amboy Railroad, was In 
England. His own little New Jersey 
road was built lor running ears drawn 
by horses. He saw the trial trip in 
England of the Planet, the most per- 
fect railroad engine of that day. It 
was made by George Strphenson for 
the Liverpool db Manchester Railroad, 
and was looked upon by the scientific 
mea gathered from al) Gurope as a 
marvel of mechanism. Mr Steven* at 
once gave an order to the manufac- 
turers for a duplicate engine, similar 
in size and construction, for the Cam- 
den A Amboy 


The new engine arrived by sailing 


vessel in Philadelphia in August, 1831, 
and immediately was transferred to 
Bordentown by sloop H was In pieces, 
and the machine was set up and placed 
on the rails by an American mechanic, 
Isaac Drlppa. The boiler* was filled 
with water from • hogshead, a fire was 
kindled in the furnace with pitch pine 
wood, and when the 
safety valve 


showed a pressure of thirty pounds Mr. 
Stevens, Engineer Drlpps and Fireman 
Benjamin Higglns mounted the cab, 
the engineer pulled the throttle and 
the trial trip of the first locomotive td 
turn a wheel on an American road was 
made It was a success. 


After years of service the old engine, 


in the early '60s, was side-tracked id 
Bordentown. In 1876 it was oiled up. 
fired up and taken to the Centennial 
exposition in Philadelphia, where it at^ 
tracted much attention. After thai 
John Bull found^ rest and pleasant! 
quarters in Bordentown until 1888, 
when it was again brought out and 
taken to the Chicago exposition ol 
railway appliances. After this the 
Pennsylvania Batlroad Co. gave the 
old locomotive to the United States, 
and since then John Bull has held a 
prominent place in the National mu- 
seum at Washington. For the present 
purpose the locomotive is borrowed by 
the Pennsylvania company through T. 
N Ely, chief of motive power, who has 
charge of the company's exhibit at the 
Chicago exposition. 


The engine waa taken to Jersey City 


about three weektLogo, overhauled and 
put in condition "for the most -moment- 
ous trip of its eventful career. In a 
trial trip, which took plane last week, 
the rheumatic machine acted like an 
old war-horse at the sound of martial 
music. With two ancient coaches at- 
tached, the engine struck a gait ot 
thirty miles an hour 


EDWIN BOOTH DYING. 


The ^famous Tragedian Btrloken With 


Paralysis for the Second Tims. 


MEW YORK, April «i —Edwin Booth, 


the tragedian, is dying at the Players' 
club, suffering from paralysis It Is 
feared that this, the second paralytic 
stroke with which the famous actor has 
been stricken, will prove fatal 
At 11 


o'clock yesterday morning Buperintend- 
out Glenigle of the Players' club, not 
having heard trom Mr. Booth, opened 
the door of his sleeping apartments at 
the club and found the tragedian lying 
In bed unconscious. 


Dr St. dair Smith and Dr. Ransom, 


were immediately summoned, and they 
gave it as their opinion that he had' 
been stricken with paralysis some time 
during the night. The doctors re- 
mained with the patient all day, and 
at midnight thought there were signs 
of consciousness. His condition was 
considered very critical, and the at- 
tending physicians said that it was 
very doubtful if he would recover. 


At 1 a. m. It was announced at the 


club house that Mr Booth was sinking, 
aud, while he might recover, his con- 
dition was more precarious than at any 
time since his attack. 


Th« Gnmese-Bumtan Telegraph. __ 


LONDON, April 20. —A statement was 


recently published in New York and 
cabled to London to the effect that 
news hod been received at Vancouver 
from China that the Chinese land tele- 
graph lines had been joined with the 
Bnssian system, and that messages 
could now be sent throughout the 
world from China by Chinese lines, the1 
cost being 15 per cent less than by 
cable. The facts in the matter are 
stated by the cable officials to be a* 
follows: 
, 


The Chinese and Russian systems 


were joined and opened to the Pacific 
as long ago as March 1. The rates by 
this route are exactly the same as the1 
cables, although the Chinese for the 
present collect a slightly lower charge' 
on messages from China than the cable 
companies, owing to depreciated ex- 
change from Europe and America to 
China. There is absolutely no differ- 
ence in the tariffs by either routsv 
Telegrams transmitted by the Russian- 
Chinese lines have at times been much 
delayed through defective and irregu- 
lar working and have taken as many 
day* as they would hours if sent by 
the cables; consequently great dis- 
satisfaction Is being expressed by the 
firms who have received messages by 
the new route.

over the millions of the late DanUl E. 
Fayerweather waa aet peremptorily for 
trial, yesterday, before Justice Law- 
rence, ot tha supreme court, but coun- 
sel for the plaintiff did not appear, and 
the case waa dlsmisarfl on motion of 
counsel for the execQtonof Mr. Fayar- 
weather.

SECTION i. Be U enacted br me people of the 


state of Illinois, represented in the general 


roMr. that on the Ant Tuesday or April, m 


the teat 1891. there shall be elected In town- 
ships containing a population of not less than 
30 000 nor more than too.ooo Inhabitants. In 
counties under township organization, a noard 
at three assessor.!, one of which ehatl hold his 
office for tbe term ol one year, one for the tern 
of two yean, and one for the torm of three 
years, which respective terms shall be deter, 
mtied among them by a lot, In the presence at 
tne town clerk after the result ot men election 
hu been canvassed and declared, and before 
snob assessors have l<een qualified; and the 
result ot such determination by lot shall be dulj 
recorded by such town clerk In the township 
records. That after men election, one member 
ot men board shall be elected each year at the 
annual town election, who shall hold such office 
lor the terra of three years, and until bti sue.

"awtg" to which he is eligible. Viewed 
in this light, its fatnre conne will be 
watched with considerable interest by 
the tax-payera in all part* of the state.
